PUBLIC HEARING

Joint Public Hearing —Six Year Plan on the Secondary System of State Highways

The purpose of this public hearing is to receive public comment on the proposed Secondary
Six-Year Plan for Fiscal Years 2009/10 through 2014/15 in Montgomery County, and on
the Secondary System Construction Budget for Fiscal Year 2009/10. All projects in the
Secondary Six-Year Plan that are eligible for federal funds will be included in the Statewide
Transportation Improvement Program (STIP), which documents how Virginia will obligate
federal transportation funds.

David Clarke, VDOT Residency Administrator, provided an overview of Montgomery County’s
Six-Year Plan for Secondary Roads and explained the highway funding process. The County
should expect a total of $600,000 per year for the next five years, which is a significant decrease
in previous years’ funding. The majority of the funding will be from federal funds. Mr. Clarke
provided a chart on VDOT’s recommended draft plan for Montgomery County as shown below:

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Mr. Clarke reported that VDOT should begin the Mt. Pleasant Road (SR 639) and the Piney
Woods Road(SR 600) projects within the next several months. Federal funding will be used to
reconstruct Piney Woods Road (SR 600).

Mr. Clarke stated that due to limited funding, VDOT is recommending that Yellow Sulphur
Road (SR 643) and Craig Creek Road (SR 621) be eliminated from the list.

Chair Perkins asked if Yellow Sulphur Road and Craig Creek Road were eligible for federal
funding? Mr. Clarke replied they are not eligible to receive federal funding.

Chair Perkins asked what would happen if the Board of Supervisors left these two roads on their
Priority list? Mr. Clarke stated that VDOT was instructed to eliminate all projects from the list
that did not have any funding allocated to them. There is no funding in the FY 2009-2015
Secondary Six Year Improvement Plan for these two roads. If the Board of Supervisors decides
to leave these two roads on their list then he would submit the resolution as instructed; however,
the Commonwealth Transportation Board will remove them.

The Board of Supervisors stated they would like for Yellow Sulphur Road and Craig Creek Road
to remain on the Secondary Six-Year Plan even if they are removed from the State’s list. Mr.
Clarke believes that any roads left on a plan without funding creates a misrepresentation to the
citizens that their road will get reconstructed within the six year plan.

Supervisor Creed asked if VDOT foresees any stimulus money being received for secondary
roads in Virginia. Mr. Clarke replied he does not.

Chair Perkins at this time opened the public hearing for citizen comments.
Debbie Cox addressed the Board about Piney Woods Road (SR 600), which is listed as Priority #
4 on VDOT’s recommended list for reconstruction. Ms. Cox asked if all residents on Piney

Woods Road do not give the needed right-of-way will this road be eliminated from the list. She
stated this road is in dire need of improvements.

Mr. Clarke responded that normally all right-of-way is required by landowners; however, for
Piney Woods Road VDOT will be using the acquired right-of-way and the project will still move
forward.

There being no further speakers, the public hearing was closed.

PUBLIC ADDRESS

Michael Colliver_spoke in opposition to removing Big Vein Road from the County’s Rural
Addition Priority List. Mr. Colliver stated Big Vein Road is just shared dirt driveway with a
total of 47 residents, 13 of them being children. The road has no regular maintenance or
improvements and need improving. It is his understanding that there are two right-of-way
obstacles keeping Big Vein Road from being paved and asked the County to keep discussions
open with the landowner not willing to provide the required right-of-way. Mr. Colliver
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commented that he spoke with this particular landowner and if the drainage problem is solved
they may be open to discussion. He stressed the need for something to be done on Big Vein
Road and requested that the Board leave Big Vein Road on the County’s priority list until a
meeting can be held with the particular landowner and a solution worked out.

The following letter and e-mail were received and entered into the record:

E-Mail from Robert Goldstein

“April 8, 2009
Dear Montgomery County Board of Supervisors,

As you know, the Line of Sight and the Rural Addition of Big Vein Road has progressed toward
completion more now than in times past. It is my understanding from speaking with Kevin Byrd
and Chris Pace that these are now separate projects. It is also my understanding that the Line of
Sight has only one hold up and that is that VDOT needs temporary access for about one month to
the corner property to grade and move obstacles that currently pose a threat to everyone traveling
on McCoy Road or accessing McCoy Road from Big Vein Road. | was informed that there is
some hesitation on the part of the landowner due to concerns about their front yard. Kevin stated
that the County is willing to replace the stairs and provide a safety rail and vegetative barrier at
no cost to this property owner. With all due respect to the landowner and Montgomery County
Board of Supervisors, the danger that the current line of sight provides is a known major risk
factor that needs correction before more serious consequences from a collision occur. | am
suggesting that we as a community continue to seek a solution to this dilemma. This is also a
School Bus Stop!

One solution that | do not see mentioned is the possibility of moving the mailbox and the paper
box to be on Big Vein Road rather than McCoy Road. This would eliminate one of the needs to
access McCoy Road.

Also, please note that the current line of sight would not even be acceptable if the speed limit
would be twenty-five (25) miles per hour. Something must be done to eliminate the high risk
road problem!

As for Rural Addition, we as a community cannot ignore the dramatic increase in traffic, (much
of that initiated by the County granting building permits), that daily poses safety threats and
traffic jams. The hurried attitude to place these issues on the agenda for a vote at a Board of
Supervisors’ meeting appears inappropriate, taking into account all the efforts and
accomplishments to date. In addition, the unrealistic and exaggerated financial barriers
presented at the Rescue Squad Building have not been addressed in a Road Meeting with the
community. | was informed that the extraordinary expense that Verizon presented is now $0.00
(zero) and the other costs to landowners is considerably less.

In conclusion, we as residents of Montgomery County, feel it is incumbent upon Montgomery
County to correct these safety hazards. Public Safety must take precedent above cosmetics.
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Also, a meeting with the stakeholders should be scheduled prior to any discussion of this matter
at a Supervisors’ meeting.

Letter from Kelly M. Passek

Members of the Board of Supervisors,

Good Morning. I am a homeowner residing at 1989 Big Vein Road in District E. I am
writing to request that you vote against the recommendation of Mr. Clay Goodman and
Mr. Kevin Byrd to remove Big Vein Road from the Rural Addition Priority List. In
removing Big Vein Road from this list, it is also being removed from consideration for
improvement to the line of sight onto McCoy Road, with which it intersects.

Safety improvement to the line of sight at the intersection of Big Vein and McCoy Roads
is a project that must not be abandoned. The current line of sight distance when making a
left-hand turn off of Big Vein Road (a one-lane gravel road) onto McCoy (45 mph posted
speed limit) is 220 feet. The line of sight recommended by VDOT for this intersection is
500 feet. Mr. Byrd himself admitted that for this short of a line of si ght, a speed limit for
MecCoy Road low enough to enstire safe turns doesn’t even exist. I believe that the
intersection of Big Vein and McCoy Roads qualifies as a dangerous intersection and
immediate action to improve the line of sight needs to be taken.

In addition to the more than 30 drivers currently living on Big Vein Road, there are 14
children, who do not yet drive. Four of those children are mine. The number of unskilled
drivers turning off of Big Vein Road is going to continue to increase over the coming
years. I believe that it is only a matter of time before we are unfortimate witnesses to a
tragedy at that intersection. Removing Big Vein Road from the Rural Addition Priority
List sends a message to District E residents that our safety is not a concern that is worthy

of your time.

T have no confidence that Mr. Goodman or Mr. Byrd are acting in the best interests of the
residents of Big Vein Road in recommending that it be removed from the Rural Addition
Priority List. We have yet to be given consistent answers to our Road concerns. In many
cases, it is the residents who are researching and finding answers to our own questions
and relaying this information to Mr. Byrd. To give you a few examples: :

1. At one road meeting we were told that the residents own the road. My neighbor
looked at the County records and found that years ago, Big Vein Road was given
to the county. At our last meeting, Mr. Goodman said that he actually didn’t know
who owned the road, but that he would find out if the country had taken
possession of the road and let us know. We’ve heard nothing from him regarding

this matter.

2. Residents were told that it would cost $20K. to move utilities to establish a right-
of-way and that the residents would need to split the cost. Understandably, this
tremendous cost turned many residents off to the project. So, again, the residents
researched this matter only to find that it is unclear whether the county can even
assess that cost to the residents. After my neighbor discussed the matter with
Verizon (from where the majority of the cost was coming), it was determined that
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Verizon did not follow proper procedure during initial installation of the phone
line for our road and so the cost of moving that utility would go from $17K to $0!
Mr. Byrd has yet to relay this information regarding cancellation of prohibitive
costs to the residents.

3. Spokesmen for VDOT initially told residents that any road improvements had to
occur using the center of the existing road as the center of the new road. VDOT
would not move a new road a few feet in either direction to move it further from
structures because they “do not do curves.” At a following meeting, VDOT
scemed perplexed that they had previously made such statement and said that they
“do curves all of the time™.

4. We do not even have consistent information as to how much of a right-of-way
would be needed. At one meeting, VDOT requested 40 fi. After researching,
residents discovered that only 30 ft. was necessary. Which is it? We have never
been toid.

At this stage of the project, it is premature and I believe, negligent, to stop working
toward line of sight improvements. How are the residents of Big Vein Road expected to
‘work together and commit to providing land and money when no consistent or reliable
information has been provided to us?

I would like to request that prior to voting on whether to remove Big Vein Road from the
Rural Addition Priority List you visit our road and experience the skill that is required to
make a left-hand turn off of Big Vein Road onto McCoy Road. After visiting our road, I
am confident that you will not only vote to keep Big Vein Road on the Rural Addition
Priority List, but that you will direct Mr. Byrd to take immediate and serious action to
provide definite answers to residents’ questions so that we may be assured of VDOT’s
honest intentions and can then make our commitment to the project based on fact and
proper interpretation of the Law.

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DELEGATION

Virginia Department of Transportation

David Clarke, Residency Administrator, updated the Board on road issues in Montgomery
County and State budget cuts. Mr. Clarke reported all public comments have been received on
the state budget and no reports have been received on what services may be restored or amended.
On July 1, 2009 there will be a reduction in VDOT services and one can expect a lower level of
maintenance service.

Supervisor Creed asked Mr. Clarke for information on Revenue Sharing Program for the
upcoming fiscal year, FY 09-10. Mr. Clarke replied he has not been notified if funds will be
available for the Revenue Sharing Program.

Mr. Clarke provided an update on the following Revenue Sharing projects:

- Crab Creek Road (SR 660) stabilize and pave existing roadway is completed.

- Woodrow Road (SR 644), improve drainage and surface treat, scheduled to begin this
month.

- Craig Creek Road (SR 621), spot widening, scheduled to begin this summer.

The Interim County Administrator requested that Mr. Clarke provide the Board with information
on Big Vein Road and what is needed to move forward with this project.

Mr. Clarke replied that a 40’ right-of-way is needed along Big Vein Road in order to upgrade
and pave this road. Also, a line of site is needed at the intersection of Big Vein Road and McCoy
Road, if Big Vein Road is paved in order to meet VDOT’s requirements for ingress on secondary
roads. An easement is needed in order for VDOT to enter the property at the corner of Big Vein
Road and McCoy Road to remove trees and grade the slope. If the line of site is not improved
then Big Vein Road cannot be taken into the state’s secondary system.

Supervisor Brown asked if this was two separate projects? David Clarke responded that this is
two separate issues, 1) Line of Site and 2) Big Vein Road Upgrade. Mr. Clarke explained that
upgrade to Big Vein Road cannot occur unless the line of site is improved at this intersection.

Supervisor Brown asked Michael Colliver to speak again regarding the issues of the property
owner in question.

Mr. Colliver commented that the property owner at the corner of Big Vein Road and McCoy
Road expressed three concerns: 1) Drainage issues along Big Vein Road onto her property; 2)
concern with losing all of her front yard; and 3) concern with vehicles running onto her property
and lack of guardrails. He also pointed out that right-of-way was deeded to the County but the
County did not accept it.
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Supervisor Brown explained that County and VDOT officials have met several times with the
property owner to discuss concerns and it was his understanding that every demand was met to
address these concerns. Supervisor Brown wondered if another public meeting is needed to
update the residents of Big Vein Road on the status of the project. There have been several
changes since the last meeting such as Verizon agreeing to move the utility pole at no cost
(savings of $22,000).

The Interim County Administrator commented that the Planning Staff will provide further
information during the New Business section of the agenda.

Supervisor Creed made a motion, seconded by William H. Brown to open this item for
discussion.

Kevin Byrd, Comprehensive Planner, provided the following memorandum to the Board
outlining the history of Big Vein Road:

Big Vein Road has been identified on the Rural Addition Project List at least since 1998. The road was listed as
priority #1 on the Board of Supervisors FY 2005-06 Revenue Sharing project list.

Planning Department staff commenced work on this project in 2006. In November 2006 staff met with VDOT on
the site and identified project concerns. In January 2007 County staff and VDOT staff held a community meeting to

discuss right-of-way requirements, sight distance requirements, survey needs, utilities in the right-of-way and VDOT
construction standards.

Big Vein Road improvements can be considered two separate projects; 1) line of sight improvements at McCoy
Road intersection looking east impacting #1862 Big Vein Road (Pendergrass) and 2) constructing Big Vein Road to
VDOT standards. Project #1 could occur without project #2. Project #2 could not occur without project #1.

Project # 1 (Line of Sight) issues identified:
Corner property owner unwilling to participate (Pendergrass).
Front yard needs to be decreased in elevation to increase sight distance (see photo).
Line of sight required is 500 (see attached aerial map).
Concrete steps, large trees, telephone service and power pole must be removed/relocated.
Stair replacement, guardrail installation and vegetative buffer to lessen impact would not appease
landowner.

Project #2 (Big Vein Road Construction) issues identified:

*  Neither corner property owners are willing to provide necessary right-of-way (Carner and Pendergrass).

» Pendergrass septic is potentially located in necessary right-of-way.

» Septic inspection, at County expense, to determine location was not permitted by Pendergrass.

» Utility relocation costs were provided by utility companies (Verizon telephone, AEP power, Comcast
cable). Initial cost was $39,810. Verizon agreed to move telephone at their cost due to deed issues, a
savings of $22,176. Utility cost could be as low as $5,000 without taking into account septic relocation
and project intangibles.

Planning Staff and VDOT have exhausted all possible options to gain the support of impacted property owners.
The efforts include meeting on site numerous occasions, holding community meetings and meeting property owners at
their place of employment to further review the project and its impacts.

Supervisor Biggs asked the County Attorney to clarify comments made by Mr. Colliver_earlie_r
tonight about the County not accepting the deed of right-of-way from the residents of Big Vein
Road.

The County Attorney stated that in researching the deeds along Big V_ein Road that t_he '
subdivision plat was recorded in 1946 with 30 ft. right-of-way the entire length of Big Vein
Road. This road is a private road and there is no record where the Coqnty a_greed to take over the
right-of-way. Also, VDOT has stated that there are two areas along Big Vein Road that they will
accept 30 ft; however, they will need 40 ft. for the remaining sections.

Sharing Program is unknown at this time.

Virginia Sesquicentennial of the American Civil War

Ruth Richey, Public Information Officer, gave a presentation on the Virginia Sesquicentennial of
the American War Commission. The Virginia Sesquicentennial of the American Civil War
Commission was created during the 2006 General Assembly for the purpose of planning for and
commemorating the 150™ anniversary of Virginia’s participation in the American Civil War.

The duration of this commemoration will be 2011 through 2015.

The Virginia Sesquicentennial of the American War Commission is requesting localities to form
a sesquicentennial committee to work with the State Commission through 2015. The State
Commission is working to position Virginia as the premier destination for the 150™ anniversary
of the Civil War. Virginia Tech will be the host of the April 2011 Conference that is expected to
draw 2,500 attendees to Blacksburg, Va.

Approximately 100 cities and counties in Virginia have agreed to designate a liaison and form a
committee to work with the State Commission to develop an interactive map on the
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Commission’s web site, www.VirginiaCivilWar.org. Montgomery County’s liaison will ensure
that current travel planning information is on the state’s web site and that someone from the
historical society can help interpret the County’s role in the Civil War.

The committee may include representatives from the historical society, tourism industry,
Chamber of Commerce, education community, Civil War museums, and governing bodies. The
Board of Supervisors is being asked to approve a resolution forming a local sesquicentennial
committee to plan for the commemoration. A resolution to establish a committee will be on the
April 27, 2009 agenda for the Board’s consideration.

COUNTY ADMINISTRATOR’S REPORT

Inmate Litter Clean-Up Report — Sheriff’s Department submitted the Inmate Clean —Up Project
report for February 10, 2009 — March 24, 2009. A total of 8,640 pounds of trash, 80 tires and 13
tires with rims was collected on the County’s secondary roads.

Regional 911 Communications Center Funding Support Letter - The Interim County
Administrator provided an update on the Regional 911 Communication Center. She reported
that in the Spring of 2008, law enforcement executives and government administrators from the
Town of Blacksburg, Town of Christiansburg, Montgomery County, and Virginia Tech
formulated a working group to explore the possibility of establishing a Regional 911
Communication Center. The workgroup submitted a grant application to the Virginia
Information Technologies Agency (VOTA) to conduct a feasibility study for establishing a
regional 911 center in the New River Valley. The grant was approved and a feasibility study is
underway.
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Currently each of the surrounding law enforcement agencies has their own dispatch center with
separate equipment. The software and hardware components are not linked to one another. This
has generated problems with communication, response, data sharing and safety within the region.
As the agencies rely heavily on one another for assistance, particularly during times of crisis,
being able to communicate with neighboring personnel is a vital component in the region’s
effective response to emergencies.

On March 25, 2009 a letter was sent to Congressman Rick Boucher from the Town of
Blacksburg Chief of Police on behalf of the working group requesting his support and assistance
in obtaining funding for a regional public safety project in the New River Valley. The funding
would include the hardware and software cost on a unified radio communication system,
telephone system and records management system. A cost estimate of the equipment needed is
listed below:

- Computer Aided Dispatch (CAD) and

Records Management System (RMS) $ 900,000

- Customer Premise Equipment (CPE) $ 360,000
- Digital Voice Recorder $ 60,000
- Radio Infrastructure $ 1,936,000
- Radio Equipment (Mobile and Portable Radios) $ 9,177,000
- Services $ 2,350,000
Total $14,783,000

This cost estimate does not include the additional cost to be considered for the construction of a
new 911 Communication Center facility.

The working group asked each agency to send a letter to Congressman Boucher requesting his
assistance in securing funds for this project.

By consensus of the Board, staff was instructed to send a letter to Congressman Boucher, on
behalf of the Board of Supervisors, requesting his assistance in securing any funding
opportunities that are available for this project.

Stimulus Work Shop — April 20, 2009 — Congressman Rick Boucher is hosting a stimulus work
shop at the Wytheville Community College on April 20, 2009. Supervisors Biggs, Politis, and
Perkins along with Carol Edmonds, Interim County Administrator, will be attending.

Western Virginia Regional Jail (WVRJ) — The Interim County Administrator asked Sheriff Whitt
to report on the opening of the Western Virginia Regional Jail. Sheriff Whitt reported that the
WVRJ opened on April 6, 2009 and that the Montgomery County Sheriff’s Office transferred a
total of 90 inmates to the WVRJ last week. A total of 85 inmates are remaining in the county
jail. They should transfer approximately 13 more inmates this week. The medical process has
created a small backlog in transporting the inmates; however, the Sheriff’s Office should have
the majority of the inmates transferred soon. Sheriff Whitt reported all remaining inmates now
have their own bed. He thanked the Board for their support in making the regional jail a reality.
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BOARD MEMBERS’ REPORT

Supervisor Politis - No Report. Absent

Supervisor Muffo - Witnessed the signing of the Wilderness Designation Bill in Washington
D.C. on March 30, 2009. This bill designates approximately 2 million acres of land in nine
states as wilderness, which includes the west side of Brush Mountain in Montgomery County.

Supervisor Creed - No Report.

Supervisor Brown congratulated the Montgomery County Sheriff’s Office for receiving an
Edward Byrne Memorial Justice Assistance Grant.

Supervisor Marrs - No Report.

Supervisor Biggs commented that she hopes the interstate rest areas in Virginia will be open
during the duration of the Virginia Sesquicentennial of the American War celebration. Especially
when the Virginia Sesquicentennial of the American War Commission is making the effort to
concentrate on tourism and inviting people across the nation to Virginia to help celebrate the
150" Anniversary of the Civil War.

Supervisor Perkins - Christiansburg Institute — Virginia Tech Partnership — Supervisor Perkins
reported that the Christiansburg Institute is partnering with Virginia Tech to build and sustain a
scholarly collaboration by developing instructional projects and workshops for schools, teachers,
and university faculty. The Christiansburg Institute is also hoping to preserve the older buildings
located at the Christiansburg Institute school site. Supervisor Perkins asked for the Board’s
support to serve on the Christiansburg Institute’s committee to represent Montgomery County.
By Board consensus Supervisor Perkins was given the Board’s support to serve on the
Christiansburg Institute’s committee.
